Never, probably, had so many gathered with such 
good spirits toa.sk for a lax increase. 

Thousands (estimates ran to 3,000) of Virginia Beach 
educators and friends showed up Monday arternoon 
during the public hearing on the proposed 1981-82 
$237,626,338 Operating Budget to support Tull-ftinding 
ot the school budget and a further real estate lax 
increase to accomplish this. 

On the lawn outside the Administration Building, the 
people who could not fit into the second floor Council 
Chambers or in the surrounding hallways congregated. 
The crowd swelled alter school hours with teachers, 
parents, children and sympathizers. They were settled 
for Ihc durali(xi, coming prepared with blankets, picnic

at a Ovk Center, which was described earlier by city 
manager George L Hanbury as the most beautiful 
anywhere, into another Mount Trashmore Park. 

It looked like a Memorial Day outing on a beautiful 
May day-windy, but nice, the picnickers were in little 
groups Identified by posters --Thalia Elementary, 
Princess Anne High School, Aragona Elementary-just 
like a political convention, which it actually was. 
Overhead a plane bore a streamer-"Support the Tough 
Dccision-Fully Funded Schools." The people them- 
selves wore signs with the same message. 

Nobody had to miss a meal for the session which 
lasted from 2 to 10:30 p.m. For those who had not 
carried iheir own dinner, vendors from trucks sdd 
boxed chicken dinners, hot dogs, ice cream, drinks and 
other snacks. The Qvic Center cafeteria in the 
Operations Building next door was left open so that 
others, including members of Qty Cotmcil, could have 
dinner during the one-hour break at 6 p.m. 

When asked who paid for the promotion, like the 
airplane, one teacher said that teachers and parent&^ 
contributed money. She also said she didn't think it was 
fair that the people outside couldn't hear what was 
going on inside. There were no outside loudspeakers, 
but some were placed in the hallways so that the people 
there could hear the speakers in the Council Chambers. 

Fire Chief Harry Diezel was around to see to it that 
no more people-close to 30^ef^ffiS/o the Cbongl 
Chambers than was safe. For ea^h person who left the 
Chambers another was allowed to enter with chances 
that the audience which saw the end of the meetmg was 
almost entirely different from the audience at the stmt. 

The hero of the day was Dr. E. E. Brickell, 
superintendent of schools, who received standing 
ovatiom as he walked through the crowds outside. He 
made oo pubik statement. Tbe villian was city manager 
Hanbury who had dared to cut $6,534,865 firom the 
school Board budget requests of $105,262,481 or

first time any cut had been recommended in the School 
Board budget. But thei^ it was the ptsi time iii 
Hanbury's seven yiars as city maiiiiger that he had 
recommended a real estate tax increaise (nine cents) 
and the first time so many citizens showed ti0 at a 
public hearing on the budget which (isualty atti'actis a 
handful of people.

There were a few yoices heard which, while they' 
were not against teachers* raises, were against 
increased taxes. 

Allan Dalton, president of the North Virginia Beach 
Gvic League, said he was in favor of giving the 
teachers a raise, but also in reducing the budget. He 
said there was enough excess, waste and duplication of 
both the School Board and city budgets that could be 
eliminated with the money going to salary raises. He 
said the city manager's budget was "ridiculous," that 
"money >vas being squandered."

Talton said he believes in quality education but that 
he already pays an endless variety of taxes to Wginia 
Beach. "The situation is somewhat taxing to an 
overtaxes taxpayer. Teachers... must recognkef that 
decent, law-^abiding citizens are not their eneinies. 
They are the enemy~the Hanbury's, the Brickell's- 
those who would abuse the powers entrusted to ttfem." 

He cautioned Council. "Y*all decide; then ^ we'll 
decide on y'all." I 

The voting power of other speakers, of course, was 
flashed before the Council members time and 'again 
during th day and evening. 

Irv Dougals, representing the Council of Civic 
Organizations, said the Council does not favor 
full-funding of the School Board budget and compli- 
mented Hanbury for having the courage to cut the 
budget. He said Qty Council must summon the same 
amount tf courage to support that decision. "Full 
funding of the School Budget is completely misunder- 
stood by the Public. Besides the possibility of raising 
the real estate tax rate by 22 cents, some school system 
employees are 'n line for a 24 to 32 percent salary 
increase while schocA teachers are budgeted for a 16 
percent salary increase. , 

Douglas listed proposed salary increases, almost half 
of Which are in non-teaching jobs: 

Administration - superintendent, special assistant to 
the superintendent and 12 other top staff positions, 39 
clerical positions, 30.S percent increase; 

Other instructional costs - 236 clerical positions, 
participants in workshops, 282 full and part-time aides 
and special education positions, 39.7 percent; 

Attendance and health services - 84 positions, 36 
percent. 

Pupil trmsportation - 446 positions, 25.1 percent 
increase. 

Gyrations of StHhool-Ptlint - 484 positions, 32 
percent; maimenanoe of schools, 156 positions, 40 
percent. 

Regular day sdiod - 13 top staff positions, 133 
principals and assbtants, 2960 full-time teachers, 31 
supervisors, eight visting teachers, others, 18.7 
percent. 

These increases amount to SI 3.3 milUon just for 
salaries, Douglas said. "There is still sufTicient funds to 
give each full-time teacher an annual increase in 



salary of approximately $2200 if Dr. Brickell desires to 
share the remaining funds with the teachers." 

Douglas said the CCO believes that the superinten- 
dent has intentionally misled the public and has 
"spoon-fed the school board and the Gty Council with a 
slide presentation that is equivalent to a costly 
campaign put on by a Madison Avenue Advertising 
Agency. Can the Oty of Virginia Beach continue to 
afford Dr. Brickell as superiiMendent of schools? It is 
deplorable the way the school system has set a course 
to polarize the entire city of Virginia Beach. The 
superintendent is part of a team and he runs an 
important segment of our city government. If he ceases 
to be a team player, it is time to find another 
superintendent who is a teani player." 

He said the CCO favors a freeze on hiring in the 
school system until an independent audit is completed 
on the school organization and pay scales. 

The CCO also favors lowering the proposed nine cent 
real estate tax rate increase to four cents, which will be 
possible by increasing the restaurant meal tax by one 
percent, revising the effective date of city employees 
pay riases from July 1 to Oct. I, and reducing the 
Tourist Development Department budget of $1.2 
million by $340,000.

line itmes to use th« surplus money tor new furniture 
and alterations to buildings and grounds ranging from 
$200,000 to $400,000. 

The ceo recommends taking $2 million from the 
surplus and reducing the city operations budget by $2 
million and increasing the contingency reserve to $6.2 
million or approximately three percent. 

Other speakers asked for consideration for the 
elderly on fixed incomes who could not aflbrd an real 
estate tax rate increase. Several speakers asked Council 
to withhold funds from the eastern VUginia Medical 
College so long as the College continues its in vitro 
fertilization clinic. 

Jack Robertson, chairman of the Library Board, 
asked for the restoration of $216,400 to the Ubrary's 
budget for an automated circulation system which will 
decrease costs and pay for itself in three years. 

Nancy Parker, who described herself as a housewife, 
taxpayer and former school teacher, said that she didn't 
know whether she could afford quality education. She 
spoke of the increases in the utility rates, the projected 
increase in the Hampton Roads Sanitation District 
rates, and the additional 19 percent increase in the 
water rates imposed by Norfolk. She said residents are 
facing assessment increases of 18 to 24 percent and 
with the 76-cent tax rate proposed, that jumped to a 37 
percent increase while an 88-cent tax rate would 
increase it to almost 60 percent. 

She said if her household budget were to increase 
with the same rapidity that the city budget has in the 
past few years, "I will need three full-time working 
husbands in the next 10 years." 

Key speakers for the teachers were Patricia Ryan, 
president of the Virginia Beach Education Association 
who presented petitions containing 20,000 signatures of 
residents in support of full-funding (additional petitions 



were turned in later with himdreds more signatures); 
Margit Maynard. a speech pathologist at Bayside Ffigh 
School, Bayside Junior High and Princess Anne Junior 
High;Lauralee Grim. Kemps Landing School; Robley 
Jones, a teacher at Independence Junior, and Dick 
Percefiill, next year's president of the Virginia Beach 
Education Association. 

Ryan said the teachers do not necessarily agree that 
full-funding required additional tax measures and 
suggested dty council study the city budget and find 
ways to maintain services. If the revenue is not there, 
she said, the teachers would support quality education 
even if taxes have to be adjusted. She said that experts 
paid by the VBEA have found no fat in the School Board 
budgets. 

Maynard expressed the fear that the quality (tf the 
city's schools would be jeopardized by the cut. 

Gnm said that the perceittage of the state's budget 
going toward public education has declined from SI 
percent in 1968-70 to only 37 percent in the last 
biennium. She said whilethe General Fund appropri- 
ation rose 23 percent over the last biennium, public 
school appropriations rose only 17.6 percent. 

Jones said teacher-training programs in the state 
have seen a decline in enrollment because "teaching is 
not a good career." He said pay is going to have to 
increase to attract qualified people, an expression 
repeated numerous times during the public hearing. 

Percefiill followed the salary of one teacher who 
today makes $13,338 "but she can buy less today than 
she did in 1974-75 on a $7, ' O salary." He said with her 
seven years' service she si «ld be making $15,873 this 
year. He said she averages 56 cents a day to pay for 
material and supplies the School Board won't buy. 

He said first year teachers start at $10,700 while 
engineers start at $17,268, math majors at $13,428 and

President Robert DeFord, ivesident of the Sdjool 
Board, spoke last. He said that durinjg^the ISjears he 
has served on the schod board, "We have never come 
to Qty council that we were not well received and got 
what we asked for." He said that in the Schools Council 
is getting $1.25 value for a one dollar expenditure. 
"Tonight you heard from many. The majority is in favw 
of full fiinding, even to raising taxes." lie said that 
84,000 signed petitions. 

Concerns were expressed by other speakers that the 
cut would threaten the music and art programs in the 
schools, the special education programs, the programs 
at the Center for Effective Learning, and the vocational 
Technical Schocd programs. 

Speakers came from P.T,A.'s, band parents associ- 
ations, the Vocational Advisory Conunission. studeitts 
concerned about a reduction in extra-curricular 
activities, booster clubs and churches. 

Wginia Delegate W. R. "Buster" CySrien, repre- 
senting the Tobacco Tax Council, apposed the proposed 
increase in the cigarette tax from 10 to 15 cents saying 
it would not produce the revenues desired because at 
the resulting reduction in sales. 

Daniel Kerr, representing the Fraternal Order of 
Police, said the FOP objected to frirtgher cuts in the 
P(4ice Department budget which would be used to 
bolster other dty budgets. If cuts are needed to justify 
the 16 percent teachers pay increase, they stioidd come 
from the school budget, he said, "not from the rest of 
the city." 

And there was one speaker who did not think \%ginia 
Beach's schools were as good as the other speidoers 
thought they were. Mrs. Cardyn Rockefeller said she 
supported Hanbury's budget, except Ibrilie allocatitm 
to the Easterh Wginia Mediod College because of the 
in vitro clinic, but said that most people do not get a 16 
percent salary increase a year. The teachers got 14 
percent last year, she said. "They talk about qmdity 
education. I don't believe it. I don't think it's the best 
education s^tem my children have been in." 

While the rhetoric about biting the bullet, quality 
education, ht and non-fitt budgets and the despwately 
imderpaid teachers was flying around in the Gciimcil 
Chambers, it was getting colder outside, aiid the crowd 
thinned out. The singing—of original lyrics about 
full-funding to the tune of "This Land is My 
Land"~had stopped but quite a few people were still 
waiting outside. At 10:30 p.m. they were there using 
the blankets they had spread on the ground wrapped 
around them for warmth. The feeling of a job well done, 
of a holiday atmosphere were still there.

Beach Farmers Advised 



Farm Bills Disconcerting 



Edilor: ' 

Last week I inlroduccd legislation in ihc Senate that 
would effectively repeal federal regulations for "ad- 
verse effect wage rales" requiring American farmers lo 
pay higher wages to temporary foreign agricultural 
workers than they do to domestic farm labor. 

Similar legislation has been submitted in the House 
by ihc farmer's watchdog in Congress, Rep. Dan Daniel 
(5ih. Va.). 

In years past, many American farmers, including 
those in Virginia, have hired foreign nationals at 
existing minimum %wigc rales lo harvest crops. They 
have taken this acti<in because many domestic farm 
workers do mn desire to work in certain jobs. 

The liibor IX-parim«lt established the adverse effect 
wage rales for foreign farm labor through regulation 
rather than through legislation, which I find most 
disconcerting. 

The 1981 adverse effect wage rate, set on March 27 

of this year, is $3.81 an hour-a helty 30 cents more 

than iImt rale for last year, and 46 cents more than the 

minimum wage, which Congress set at $3.35 an hour, 

' effective Jan. I. 



Virginia's entire congressional delegation and a 
broad cross-section of Virginia's farmers have 
vigorously opposed these jregulations. It is clear that, 
should they remain intact, legal foreign agricultural 
labor in the United Stales would have a higher 
minimum wage than many domestic workers. 

The intent of the regulations evidently is to induce 
the American farmer to hire domestic agricultural labor 
at the standard minimum wage rather than to "impact" 
farm workers. The inducement is the requirement 
under the federal regulations that the fanner must pay 
the alien workers more. 

In other words, the farmer must pay a "penalty" in 
higher wages for hiring foreign workers. 

That puts the farmer in a "no win" situation. 
Because hfc cannot get enough domestic farm Uyborers 
to harvest his crops, he is forced to use foreign 
agricultural workers at the higher pay rate, creating a 
serious economic hardship in his eRorts to produce the 
highest quality and quantity of commodities at 
reasonable prices to the consumer. 

These regulations are a problem not only for the 
American farmer. They also artificially drive up the ** 



of food at the supermarket for every American 
household, and they create some disadvantage fqr the 
United States, because of higher food prices, in 
international markets. 

The irony is that temporary foreign farm workers are 
the only class of imported labor for any job that must, 
under federal regulations, be paid higher wages than 
domestic workers. 

The regulations establishing these adverse effect 
wage rates are unconscionable and must be abdished. 
The WamerrDaniel legislation, if approved by Con- 
gress and signed by the h-esident, would prdiibit 
setting wage rates for foreign farm workers through 
regulation.. That authority clearly belongs with Con- 
gress, 

The American farmer can feed the world, but only if 
the federal government gets out of his way.

The Ninth Amendment to the U.S. Constitution 
states: "The enumeration in the Constitutioh^of certain 
rights, "Shall not be construed, to deny or disparage 
others retained by the people." the Tenth Amendmoit 
also refers to the Rights and Powers of t^e people. 

The Congress of the United States has passed dean 
air and water acts, and about 40 other federal statutes to 
protect the peoples nattu^ resources, but commerce 
and some politicians are doing everything in. their power 
to minimize and destroy these Acts for their own profit 
and greed, regardless of the future of America or the 
survival of the people. 

With few exceptions, all the people are granted Rights 
of Freedom by the United States Constitution. But, 
governing bodies and the wealthy are robbing the 
dtizeos of their Rights. Tax money is being used to hire 



batteries of lawyers for the governing bodies. The 
wealthy has the money tp hire their own lawyers. The 
rest of us are deprived of our Constitutional Rights 
because we do not have the money to pay the high legal 
fees. 

Although ordinary dtizens may ^ve volunteer so*- 
vices to their communities commensurate with their 
skills and training, many lawyers insist upon large fees 
to fight ffH* the Constitutional Rights that affect the 
lawyer and his family just the sune as other dtizens.

"It seems that now, more than evcr^ pecqrfe fed that 
they may be affected hg crime. Either they have been a 
victim, or tiiey k i i Ow « meone who has been." 

CNiertin said it is up to Beach resideiats whidi make up 
the cfMnmunity to Irite back at crime that is nipping their 
becb. 

' Tlie omnber of pcdice officers a dty has is usually a 
fiwite ftumber," he said. "So for a city to be safer, and 
for the poGce offken to be more effective, we enlist the 
help and cooperation of its local residents; thru com- 
muaity watdies. and block protection pragrams criSie 
caiijbe kept a minimum by Virginia Beadi." 



The crime analysis unit of the Virginia Beach police 
feme is responsible, among othCT thiiigs, for trying to 
forecast vriien and where crime will most fikdy strike in 
Virginia Beach. 

"We are only now really becoming more accurate in 
forecasting trends, or fnedicting potential trouble spots 
in the dty," he said. 

"But logically, we can say that during the Summer 



crime escalates. Not only because of the actual numbers 
of ptofHit that come into our dty increases, but during 
the summer everyone is very recreational minded and 
don't pay as mudi attention to theft prevention as they 
should. For example, during the Sununer public schocd 
is out and there are more bicydes all over Virginia 
Beach. Unfortunately, not all of them are being ridden 
at the same time; consequently, kids leave them laying 
around, thus becoming a perfect object for a potential 
theft." 



How does the dty respond to seasonal crime? 

"Because the crime rate in Virginia Beach fluc- 
tuates," Guertin said, "we have to respond to it dif- 
ferently in different situations. That may mean more 
foot patrols, more undercover work, and more com- 
munity educational programs. 

"But in general, the best thing to help curtail the 
crime rate in Virginia Beach is for more Beach residents 
to report crime or anything suspidous immediately by 
calling the telephone emergency number 91 1 ." 



Does Publicizing Crime Pay Off?

Last week, $370 worth 
of stereo equipment was 
stolen from a parking lot 
on Great Neck Road;

Does it serve the 
community to report 
isolated crimes? 

People argue that 
publicizing crime only 
serves to promote it; i.e. 
the newspaper artide, 
for example, may implant 
a criminal thought in the 
head of someoiM where 
the thought hadn't been 
before. Others, induding 
mysdf, feel that repor- 
ting crime serves to 
enhance community 
awareness of crime 
which in turn should 
result in better reporting 
of it and more arrests.

prevention unit, saJtd the 
question of crime 
pubUdty is not dear cut. 
"It's a personal 
thing," Rorrer said. 
"There is no direct 
correlation between 
crime publidty and an 
increase in crime; but, 
crime and crime related 
artides affed different 
people in different ways. 
"By reporting crime, 
you are alerting the 
homeowner that a crime 
could occur right in thdr 
own neighborhood. This 
is significant because 
many residents feel that 
aii act of crime wiU never 
be directed against them. 
Second^, what are the 
chances that the criminal 
will read the article that 
says what parts of the 
city are being paid 
spedal. 

"Attention to terms of 
crime awareness. 
Another point to con- 
sider is the vidtm trauma 
that accompanies most 
crimes. When crime is 
reported, are we actually 
serving the public, or 
creating more fear for 
the already fearful vic- 
tim." 



Keybctecatioa 

Rorrer said the key to 
crime curtailment is 
education. 

"Most communities 
need enhghtenment," he 
said, "to be prepared to 
handle crime when it 
strikes in their home, or 
community. Education is 
the key to crime preven- 

tiCMl." 

Sergeant Mike Zdio, 
investigative division, 
Virginia Beach Police 
Department, said repor- 
ting crime trends is more 
beneflcial than reporting 
isolated criminal acts. 

"If you report one tire 
slashing, and that's all," 
he said, "it helps no one. 
It only serves to further 
anger the person it hap- 
pened to and nothing 
else. But, however, if 
you report that six cars 
in a particular neighbor- 
hood had -their tires 
slashed during a par- 
ticular time frame, it 
alots that community to 
be on the watch for that 
type of activity. 

Zello said one problem 
the police have in com- 
bating crime, is that they 



don't always know when 
a crime has haj^joied. 

"All stolen goods 
should be reported to the 
police," Zello reminds 
Beach residents and 
tourists. "If they don't 
report the foul deed, the 
police can't be expected 
to help the vidtm."

The total operating budget of S238.076,SS8 for fiscal 
1981-82 approved by Virginia Beach City Council Mon- 
day afternoon represents a net increase of S4SO,000 over 
the city mamter's recommended budget. However, 
cbaagcs made within the budget, after weeks of study 
and public imput. are more significant. 

There was a brief time before the budget was ap- 
proved on first reading by a 9-2 vote that ■ome Council 
members didn't seem to be sticking to tiK script. The 
"script" was what came out of the last work scndoo hut 
Tuesday night and finally approved Monday. But 
several Council members didn't think they were bound 
by the Tuesday oondutions and comprombes and made 
rvoommcndatiom for even further changes. 

The budget also restores SI.5 million of the $6.5 
adHoa cut from the school budget. The $1.3 miffloo 
wfll just about enable the School Boanfto give teachers, 
who had sought a 16 percent increase, a 10 percent raise. 

Also, the dty operations budget was cat by $1 million 
through the elimination of iwice-a-waBk gariMpe cofiec- 
tion to onoe-a-week collection and the Erosion Com- 
■inion's budfei was reduced by $2SO,000 which wifl be 
hdd in reserve if needed in the ftuture. Hanbvry'f plan 
for providiof Beach residents with compMawwtary gar- 
bage cans adapted to the city's trucks wai Aaapad. 

The amount of working capital held hi the reserve was 
increased from less than one percem to approximately 
three percent.

Hanbury said that hi his budget. Dr. BrickeU rdated 
13 percent of the satary hicrease to the cost of Evmg. **I 
didn't fed it was equitaUe to say the teachen' cost of 
ihrteg woukl be more than the firemen's." He said that 
with the budget requiring the dty to pay 38 percent, he 
wouU not have Krwiiw a mkd the School Boai4't 
budget request ($105 nlHon) whichever figures were 
used.

we cannot see the way clear to Jund . " 

Councilman Reid Ervin said that in defense of what 
we've done we're still leader (in the area) in salaries. It 
doesn't mean we. can't do more or should try to do 
more." He said that a 17 percent increase for the 
Schools was fair. 

Coimcilman John A. Baum said he didn't "give a 
hang about political expediencey," but that he didn't 
like the drift toward private schools and felt strongly 
about education. 

He said that teachers salaries should be upgraded so 
that they an make a living wage. A teacher's oc- 
cupation is for singhle people rather than families, he 
said. 

For oberndorf , a letter did the trick to bring her to the 
side of fuller funding-if not full-funding. She read a let- 
ter from a 14-year-old Bayside Junior High school band 
student supporting the School Board's budget. The 
errors in the letter moved Oberndorf to conclude that 
the Beach schools did not have the quality attributed to 
them last week by so many speakers. "So that children 
will be literate," she said, $lw would support more fun- 
ding for the schools. Her vote brought to four (with 
Baum, Holland and McCoy) those in favor of an in- 
crease to nine cents in the real estate tax rate. But the 
motion lost as the other seven Councilmembers voted 
against the higher tax increase and went on to approve 
the 72 cent tax levy, an increase of five cents over the 
current rate. 

Earlier, Danny Kim, representing the Fraternal Order 
of Police, said that it would take a 13.3 percent pay in- 
crease by July 1 to keq> the dty employees up with in- 
flation. He said that only 61 percent of the police of- 
ficers will be eligible for merit increases. In tlw past, he 
said, merit increases were routine, but now, not 
everyone will get five peroeot. Some will get five per- 
cent, some 2Vi percent and outstanding officers may get 
7Vipercait. 

That leaves the police officers facing spiraling in- 
flation with a five percent salary increase aI<Hig with 
tax increases, a restaurant tax increase, and other tax in- 
aeases. 

Kim asked that if federal funds were not cut back t 
the extent anticipated, and if the contingency fund is 
large enough, that dty ea4>loyees will get another five 
percent increase by Jan. 1 . 

Flenn Dunn, vice president of the Fraternal Order of 
Firefighters, said the firefi^ters supported Council but 
that the cost of living has added a burden.

Charter Buses Prohibited 

Charter buses are prohibited ft-om parking on dty 
streets in Beach areas under an ordinance approved 
Moiday afternoon by Qty Council by a vote of 10- 1. 
Councilwoman Reba McQanan voted against the 
ordinance. 

City manager George L. Hanbury said the dty has 
had an increasmg number of charter buses bringing 
day visitors to the oceanfront. He said they generally 
stop on a dty street to discharge and pick up their 
passengers and the park along the street taking up 
several spaces. Efforts to maneuver these buses in an^ 
out of parking spaces has blocked traffic on numerous 
occasions. 

As anattemative, Hanbury suggested the buses park 
at the Pavilion where 40 bus spaces are available for a 
fee. Passengers could then walk to the oceanfront or 
ride the troUeys. 

The ban will be in effect from May 1 to Oct. I in the 
Virginia Beach Boroughs and in the Lynnhaven 
Borough bounded by the northern boundary of the 
Beach Borough, by Linkhon Bay and Seashore State 
Park, by 89th Street and by the Atlantic Oceana and 
UKluding North Virginia Beach, Princess Anne Hills, 
Bay Colony and Cavalier Park. 

Under the ordinance the application for parking at 
the Pavilion has to be made at least IS days prior to the 
reservation date requested accompanied by a fee of SIO 
for eadi day. 

However, buses may pick up or disdiarge passengers 
at the pavilion without obtaining a permit provided the 
bus does not remain parked more than IS minutes. 

Exempted will be buses transporting parade part-* 
icipants and public transit vehicles on a regular 
schedule and route. 

Coundbnan W. R Kitchin III said the restriction 
should not affect hotels because they are already 
reqtiired to have parking for guests.

Burning Ban Lifted 



Effective immediately, 
the City of >^rginia Beach 
has lifted the ban on 
residential yard burning. 
The regulations governing 
this burning are as Sal- 
lows: 

•Only leaves and twigs 
can be burned. 

•Burning must be on 
individual's private pro- 
perty, it is illegal to bum 
on the Gty streets. 

•The wind must not be 
in excess of 15 m.p.h. 

•Only small amounts 
can be burned at a time, 
at a minimum distance of 
50 fieet from any struc- 
ture, or 15 feet when 
burning in an approved 
container. 

•Only One fire at a time 



is permitted (4' diameter). 

•Someone should at- 
tend the fire at all times 
until fire is completely 
out. 

•A water hose or port- 
able fire extinguisher 
should be available for 
extinguishing the fire if 
necessary. 

If a complaint is rec- 
eived due to the fire or 
smoke, the fire will have 
to ' e extinguished. 

•Hie individual doing 
the burning can be held 
liable for any damages the 
fire might cause through 
neglect or carelessness.

Runaway Hotline Offers Help 



The Strip Appeals To Runaways

"Virginia Beach is a city of runaways," said Sue 
Wilson, co-ordinator. Lighthouse Runaway Hotline of 
Virginia Beach. "Teenage runaways see the Atlantic 
Avenue resort strip as glamorous and exciting and are 
attracted to it. They doii't stop to consider the danger of 
being out there on it alone, and without money or a safe 
place to stay." i 

Teenagers running aiway from home is a constant 
worry for many Virginia Beach parents. 

Last year, Virginia Beach's 800 reported cases of 
run aways not only sorved to rank Virginia Beach as the 
Number One runaway city in the State of Virginia, but 
the high figure also dear^ the road for a $25,000 
Federal Department of Juvenile Justice and Crime 
Prevention (DJCP) grant for the city to use in com- 
bating the troubeisome problem. As a result of the 
federal funding the Lighthouse Runaway Hotline was 
originated, under the auspices of the Virginia Beach 
Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court Service Unit. 

157« wiD mo agaia 

The conception of the runaway hotline was advanced 
by Bessie Bell, supervisor, diversion unit of Virginia 
Beach, Domestic uid Juvoiile Relations court. Accor- 
ding to Bdl, who wrote the initial DJCP grant ap- 
plication, there were 1,043 Virginia Beach runaways in 
1978: 7S0 in 1979; and 887 in 1980. She said ap- 
proximatdy 13% of all runaways will repeat the act, 
and S0% of them run on impulse. 

"One misconception conoeroing runaways," Bell 
said, "is that many of them run in si^te of, ch- to hurt 
their parents. That's not tnie. At least 50% of tlwB run 
on impulse andMve no imention of worrying or Inntbit 
their parents, lliey don't understand the *— <iH*mn' 
trauma die parent foes tfiioufh after a ddld lut na 
away; th^ just skooc ovt the door! And became to 
numy of them run on impulse, this allows for a rqMat 
runaway rate of about 13% of the total number." 

Bdl said, while the parent usually has mixed feeHngs 
idwut youths running away, the runaway therasdves 
linger on the streets for days fw fear of reprehension 
from a presumably inflamed parent. 
J»: "When a diild runs away tnm home, immediately 
the parents foresee the worst possible things 
imaginable," she stated, **aad the runaway doesn't 
know what to imagine. 

"Many timet ^ parent is amWvalmt toward the 
runaway situation. Usually their feelings manifests in 
skirts of hurt anger end tremeadous fear. The situation 
is unfamiliar to many parents, and they in turn are un- 
sure how to react. The runaway ^ torn between a 
heightened desire to escape a particular personal 
situation, gad fear of punishment upon their return 
home. This fear of the unknown keeps numy runaway 
on the streets days longer than the runner actually 
wishes. But some runaways are also what we call 
chronic nmners. Hiey will continue to run for in- 
definate lengths of time, and up to as many as three or 
four times total." 

AaccdforUghtlHMMe 

Hotline co-ordinator ^K^lson said that the lack of a 
centralized crisis intervention service for Beach run- 
aways prompted Bell, and the city of Virginia Beach to 
institute the Lighthouse hotline. 

"We conduct no face to face intervention with hotline 
callers," Wilson said. "We are totally a crisis teleirfione 
line which will make counseling referrals when 
necessary. 

"But by and large, the hotline exists primarily as a

crisis and referral line for youths, runaways and paren- 
ts. It offers these people an arena, or an agency to turn 
to fw help and advice in such a ccmfusing situation." 

Wilson said increased runaway rates parallel the 
public school term. 

"Some months are naturaUy higher than others in 
terms how often teenagers run away," she said. "But in 
general, most kids run away during tiie school about the 
same time report cards come out. School is the number 
one reason kids in Virginia Beach run away from home. 
They do not want to listen to, or feel the pressure exerted 
by wanting parents whose kids don't make the mark. 
Sometimes the child just does not want to go to school 
and will run away to escape it." 

Wilson said of those who run away. 90% never leave

Most Beach runaway 
girls will not leave the 
city limits, and usually 
have a friend who aids 
the unfortunate event. 



the immediate area; and most are back home within 
three days. 

"Five percent of most runaways will neve be heard 
from again," Wilson said. "Another five percent will 
leave the state and eventually return. The other 90% end 
up at a friends' house at or a nearby shelter for a few 
days before running out of money and food and retur- ' 
ning home. The emotional and physicial strengths and 
weaknesses of the run away are also important to the 
duration of the child's time from home." 

Future faading ancertaiu 

Bdl said funding from the Lighthouse hotline should 
be funded through this year, and hopefully the next. She 
anticipates continued funding because of the ffec- 
tiveness of the community service. 

"We received $25,000 the first year, $29,000 the 
second," Bell said, "and we expect to receive $32,000 
for 1981-83. 

"But we've got to watch for the city budget crunch; 
that will be the problem. The court services department 
wants to carry the runaway hotline as a regular service. 
This fall, however, we will begin to start rounding up 
alternative resources of revenue in case our funds are 
cut." 

Wilson said the key to- preventing runaways within the 
fvnily structure is proper communication between 
family members. 

"Sometimes parents don't listen well enough to their 
children," she said. "The parent may have to accept the 
hard cold fact that every child is not meant to excel in 
the academics, and would maybe perform better in a 
trade or vocational school. By the same token, the 
teenager must be dealt with not as an adult but as a 
teenager; and he or she must learn that the restrictions 
or commands parents impose upon them are usually 
always in the bat loving interest of the child." 



Runaway 
Check List 

A teenage child may runaway without forewar- 
nings. 

Should your son or daughter run away from 
home, Lightlight Runline Hotline of Virginia 
Beach officials suggest the following actions: 

•Notify the Virginia Beach Police Department 
immediately. Give them latest information con- 
cerning the missing youth and the areas he or she 
frequents, plus a description. 

•Notify the parents of your runaway child's 
friends. Many times they are unsuspecting con- 
tributors to the hiding of the runaway because 
unless otherwise alerted, the face is familiar and 
welcomed. 

•Consult the police, and check any and all leads 
as to the whereabouts of the missing youth. 

•Have someone in the home man the telephone 
at all hours in case the runaway tries to caU. 

•Keep in touch with the local runaway hotiines' 
message service, and crisis lines for a possible 
message from the wayward youth .

Nation s Only 'Private' State School

Stung by the awakening of a state fed up 
with an admissions policy that denies so 
many of its qualified residents a place in 
their own state university, thellniversity of 
Virginia has launched a counter-offensive. 

In their campaign of letters to alumni 
friends and media editorialists (paid for by 
Virginia taxpayers) and at numerous 
meetings about the state. U.Va. president 
Frank Hereford and admissions dean John 
Casteen claim academic conscience to 
defend the unconscionable. 

Why? Because U. Va. is in the process of 
forming next year's in-coming classes. 

Hereford and Casteen know already 
what soon-to-be-rejected, though highly 
qualified, in-state U.Va. applicants will 
find out when it is too late. So in recent 
weeks, before those denied admission find 
out and erupt in anger and frustration and 
add their discontent to the ever-growing 
statewide protest, Hereford and Casteen 
have worked feverishly to lay the 
groundwork to defend their cuckolding of 
yet another unsuspecting group of qualified 
in-state U. Va. applicants, their parents 
and the taxpayers. 

Yes, especially the taxpayers who pay to 
educate so many out-of-state students 
while qualified in-state students are 
rejected. "We must maintain a good 
balance between in-state and out-of-state 
students if we are to maintain the national 
character of the university," Hereford 
explains. 

Casteen notes that U.Va. will have about 
2,500 spaces for first-year students this 
fall. Last fall, according tp a recent article 
in the Richmond Times-Dispatch, Casteen 
claimed that about 70% of the freshmen 
class were in-state students. If that is true, 
it was the highest precentage of in-state 
students at U.Va. in years. But that 
appears to be too many Virginians to suit 
Hereford and Casteen. 

So, Casteen later admitted to the Times- 
Dispatch, the precentage of in-state 
students likely to be accepted by U.Va. this 
fall will be radically lowered, probably all 
the way down to about 45%. While 
Hereford and Casteen rush to accept some 
1,375 out-of-state applicants, most of 
them from the northeast U.S. - New 
Jersey, Connecticut, Massachusetts, New 
York et al ("New York is second only to 
Virginia in supplying students to the 
university," Hereford likes to brag), 
Virginia residents will be allocated only 
about 1,125 places in the 1981 in-coming 
classes. 

Qualifications aren't the question. The 
Virginia Department of Education reports 
that 75,000 Virginians will graduate from 
high school this spring. Considering only 
the top 20% of these graduates would 
provide enough in-state students to fill 
every seat in U.Va.'s 2,500 member 
freshman class this fall six times over.

Top 10% in-state high school graduates 
could fill every first-year chair three times 
over. And picking just from the top 5% 
(and U.Va. has a lot of out-state students 
who didn't rank in the top 5% of their own 
hi^ school classes) Virgfnians could fill 
U.Va.'s entire in-coming Are^man class 
and still have another 1 , 1 50 Virginia honor 
graduates left over. 

Obviously every in-state high school 
senior wouldn't apply at U.Va. and this is 
not to say that a student body of all 
Virginians is desiraUe either . 

But let us oamine closely the Heref ord- 
Casteen presumption that no matter how 
qualified the in-state students are, only 
with a very high percentage of out-of-state 
can a state university achieve national 
academic prominence. 

If the Hereford-Casteen theory is valid 
then the University of Virginia, whidi they 
claim owes so much to its "national mix of 
students,"' should have a national 
academic reputation well above the 
nation's many great state universities 
which have student bodies made up so 
overwhelmingly of their own in-state 
students. Remember, U. Va. has among 
the lowest proportion of in-state students 
among any of the nation's major state 
universities, only 64% . 

Editorial Opinion 

Let's take a closer look . 

TheUniversity of Michigan, formie, has 
an 80% in-state student enrollment. Is 
there anyone in the national fields of 
Academe who could realistically rank 
Michigan bdiind U. Va.? How about the 
University of California? It has a 90% in- 
state enrollment. And, it might be added, 
when they look at certain "national mix" 
institutions, they are forced to lower their 
visage. 

But this nation is full of ^eat state 
universities that are doing what they were 
founded to do - provide top flight public 
educational opportunities for their own 
qualified public school graduates. 

Look at the educational job these great 
institutions are doing for thdr states: 
Rutgers (State University of New Jersey) 
91% in-state enrollment; University of 
Texas. 88% in-state; University of Illinois, 



90%; University of Massachusetts, 95%; 
University of North Carolina, 86%; 
University of New York (State), 97%; and 
University of Connecticut, 90% . 

The list goes on and on. Meanwhile the 
Hereford-Casteen cabal continues its 
attempts to ccmvince Virginians that even 
allowing 45%'of its qualified high school 
applicants to atteiui their own state 
university is nothing short of 
m^nanimous. 

. Obviously, what Hereford is fond of 
calling his "national mix of students" is 
not necessary for academic excdlence. 

But even if U. Va. trained evcfy single 
doctor, lawyer, teacher, engineer, etc. in 
all the other 49 states, of what benefit is 
that to those who Uve. work and pay taxes in 
the state of Virginia? What good are 
thousands of U. Va. trained doctors living 
in New York or New Jersey to a sick person 
in Norfolk? U. Va.'s present out-of«state 
admissions poUcy is not necessary for 
academic excellence and it greatly restricts 
the educational opportimities of qualified 
Virginians, who given the chance, would 
make life-long contributions to their state 
as doctors, lawyers, business, professional 
and industrial leaders. 

So why do they persist? Perhaps it's ego. 
Hereford's^ ^o. Casteen's ego. And the 
ego of those like U. Va. board of visitors 
member E. Massie Valentine, class of '56, 
who smugly crowed to Sports Illustrated 
last fall, "U.Va. Is the only private state 
institution in the countiV. " 

Hereford chortles in one of his many 
"Dear Alumni and Friends" letters that 
"The General Assembly of Virginia has 
recognized the importance to the entire 
Commonwealth of a fully comprehensive 
university which is national in character 
and stature. Hiis asset exists in the form of 
a private university, such as Duke, Johns 
Hopkins, or Vanderbilt, in "our 
neighboring states. " 

Enough of this nonsense. Legislatures in 
other states have solved similar problems 
with their own errant .academicians by 
imppsiiig mandatory in-state student 
admission percentages. In some states, 
these mandatory precentages range up to 
100% for selected graduate programs. 
However, most state legislatures feel that if 
they insure that 80% or 90% of the places 
at state schools are reserved for residents, 
they have met their obligation to their own 
state students. And at the same time they 
feel they have also provided for a 
sufficient "flavoring'* of out-of-state 
students to reap whatever academic and 
social benefits they might offer. 

It is time for the General Assembly and 
the people of Virginia to reclaim U. Va. as 
an educational asset for its citizens. It is 
tune to reject the pretentious notions of 
those who have no quahns about using, 
public nioiijey to pursue their own goals 
and to make the curious claim: "U. Va. is 
the nation's only private state institution. ' '

Parents, 
Runaways 
Must Talk

In most runaway cases, the parents are as much 
to blame for the unfortunate event as the disorien- 
ted youth who ran. 
Theories indicate that the motivation for run- 
ning away stems from 
pressure in school and 
^ from parents, peers, im- 
pulses, and roaming am- 
bition. 

Local experts discount 
the notion, however, that 
the public school system 
and the educational 
process is a primary 
motivational factor in 
teenage youths who flee 
from home. Rather, the 
experts contend, the per- 
sistance of a runaway 
child correUtes- with the 
ability, or lack of ability 
Goldfarb of family members to 

communicate. 

Granted, runaway rates may soar in late August 
and early September when the new school session 
begins. But this is not to he interperted as a 
parable with the condemned man awaiting the 
gallows. The high late Summer runaway rate only 
serves to magnify the fact that there is a com- 
munication gap between many parents and their 
diildren. 

A 17 year old boy or girl high school drop out 
may be just as stubborn, and firm in thdr convic- 
tions as the 47 year old father who is determined 
to see his offspring recdve at least a basic 
education. There must be ccmcessions made 
somewhere. This is where the Lighthouse 
Runaway hotline of Virginia Beach takes the 
stage. 

Conflicts, personal or professional, are hard to 
resolve. Conflicts between family members are 
almost impossible to solve, primarily because 
neither of the parties are listening to and under- 
standing the other. Intermediatries are needed at 
this time to bring the two sides closer together, 
and uhimatdy reach a peaceful and understanding 
settlement.

Water Should Flow To Beach By June

Three of Virginia Beach's western Tidewater 
wells should be ready lo produce between June 
I and June 15 but everything hinges on Norfolk's 
willingness lo transport and treat the water. 

And ai Monday's Oty Council meeting, the last 
he lore June I, there was nosign of a contract witt 
Nor folk. 

With the tourist season approaching the 
uncertainly of the water situation is enough to 
lra//lc stimc nerves. 

At the informal session Monday afternoon 
C\Hincilniun Rcid Ervin remarked, "It doesn't 
appear we're going lo derive much benefit from 
those wells during the summer months." 

Thui was after city manager George L Hanbury 
prcsenied a siulus report on all water resources, 
including (lie wells. 

Die iwo SutToik wells and otk in Isle of Wight 
arc expected to be completed between June i and 
June 15, Utility IX*parlment director Aubrey 
Walls said. 

Lirvin said that Vcpcu has a 60-day lead time to 
get service there. Watts said that was true but 
that sumcieiK power was available to gel the 
projeci started June I. 

Ervin said he wanted logct |hc "true story," to 
which Hanbury replied, "We're giving you the 
true story." 

Ervin said he still couldn't understand why he 
heard conilicting stories from people near the site 
and frirni the staff. , 

"I'm afraid the wclb won't be availabie," 
Ervin said, "and if that's the case we should 
know about il now." 

Hanbury said the three wells which will be 
ready June I lo IS will give 12 million gallons of 
water a day. 

Ervin asked why the city's consultants don't go 
into the well sites to find out what's happening. 

He said he was getting calls from people 
saying. "Here we are conserving and it looks like 
we're going into 50 percent.*' The city's water 
customers have been asked to keep water 
consumpton down lo 75 percent of normal. 

"To the best of my knowkdte." Hanbury said, 
"this is the status. We have consultants. We. pay 
them enough! We're trying to give you the best 
infurmation we have." 

The ciiy will aho go ahead with ptons for a fifth 
well site in Southampton County. 

In the meantime. Council deferred action on an 
(wdinancc increasing water rales to offset the 
increased cost of water from Norfolk. 

Norfolk is increasing the cost per 1000 gallons 
«if water it sells lo Virginia Beach by $.122. To 
olfset this cost, the proposed ordinance would 
increase Virginia Beach rates from SI. 3 1 to SI .44 
per 1000 gallons. The changes were to b^;£ome 
c fleet ivc June 1. 

Ironically the increase in the water cost is the 
result of a 19 percent shortfall because of 
conservation. 

Hanbury reasons that if Norfolk treated water 
from the western Tidewater wells, there would be 
no shortfall and no need for a rate increase]^' 

He said that Norfolk's estimated revenue "from 
Virginia Beach at a conservation usage of 16.8 
mgd for the year is $3,900,000. The 19 percent 
increase would add an additional $746,000. If 
Norfolk agreed to transport and treat 10 MGD 
from Suffolk and Isle of Wight during the summer

Bayside Gets Building 

The Virginia Beach Post of the National Society of the 
Vc4unteers of America will build a $400,000 group 
home for the developmentally disabled in the ^4ewsome 
Farm area of the Bayside Borough. 

Over the objections of Newsoroe Farm residents, 
Vu-ginia Beach Qty Council Monday afternoon, by a 
vote of 6 - 2, miproved the conditional use permit which 
will allow the project to get underway. Ilie residence 
will be located on a 2.347 acre parcel on the west side of 
Lawrence Drive, south of Goodman Road. 

Alter the initial 5 - 3 vote, city attorney Dale Bimion 
advised Council that a majority vote of Council was 
necessary. Mayor J. Henry MpCoy Jr. who had voted 
against the permit changed his vote to permit the 
motion to carry. Voting against the permit were 
Councilwomen Reba McOanan and Meyera Obemdorf. 
Councilmen Donald W. Merrick and Vice Mayor Harold 
Heischober were absent. Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley abstained because she is on die VOA Board. 

The residence will contain SOl-square-foot apart- 
ments for ten clients and a two-bedroom apartment for 
supervisors. The hou^e, which will be bttSt of brick and 
cedar siding, will also have a conmKXi area. 

Fred Hodges, executive director of the VOA, said the 
VOA was chosen by the Chapter X Board, Mental 
Health and Mental Retardatian. lor the project whidi 
will be funded by the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. 

The clients, all with mental disabUities, will have 
24-hour, supervision on the premises at all times. 

He said the program is intended to help the clients 
learn how to live on a day-today basis and that they will 
probably be attending sheltered worislMps during the 
day. 

To be admitted the clients must be 18 or over, in need 
of alternate living accomoda^ons. an active member of 
the Bench House with a relaticmship with a counselar, 
have no pending felony charges, must not be suicidal or 
have a history of violence in any way and must manifest 
no psydiotic symptoms. 

I^ said they will be helped to develop skills like 
riding abus, or taxi, use locks, adjust heat, take part in 
normal conservation, answer the door, "normal things 
you and I take for granted." 

He said the VOA would be willing to name the 
building after someone in the community. He said 44 
percent of the-eligible clients are minorities. Newsome 
Farm is a predominantly black conununity. 

As a HUD-financed project, the building could be 
used only for the elderly or disabled. 

Dr. J<^ Sutherland, chairman of the Virginia Beadi 
Service Board, supported the residence. He said that 
the ultimate goal of the program is to improve the 
quality of the lives of the disaMed and to minimize their 
reliance on others. 



John Ftrry, a member of the Board of Mental Health 
of Tidewater, said he lives in a neigfaboHiood where the 
VOA built a similar residence, off Bafeer Road, and that 
it has added to the beauty of the neighborhood. 

Aldred Foreman, president ci the Newsome Farm 
Qvic League, said the home would be an invitation for 
others to build similar residences. "We 4an*t want to 
fight like Burton Station (to keep the neighborhood) 
strictly residentila," he said... "Everyone seems to 
think it's the right neighborhood. Maybe we can put it 
in one of your neighborhoods." He added that if 
Council approved the permit, he wanted the VOA to 
name the residence after soqieoQe in the neighborhood. 

Faye Shaw, past president of the civic league, a 
special education specialist, said f group home is ^ 
necessity but it should be put some other place. Sie 
said that the neighborhood had a bad experience when 
another organization. Broken Needles, had a jesidehce 
there. Broken Needles worked with dfog addicts. 

"We suffered for that," she said, addii^ that things 
were stolen. 

She said she was victim of rezdning th Norfdk and 
moved to Newscxne Farm planning to stay there the 
rest of her life and found that she bad to constantly 
fight rezoning. 



Councihnan Qarence A. Holland said that the VOA 
has a record to stand on and moved for approval of the 
permit. 



Sleeping In Cars Discussed 

Whether sleeping in cars is a ban or a boon remained 
undecided Monday afternoon as Virginia Beach Qty 
Council deferred aaion which would have strengthened 
its ban on sleeping in cars. 

The city was moved to change its ordinance when^a 
long-time Virignia Beach resident was tried on a 
misdemeanor charge involving the ordinance. The 
defendant said he had always lived in the area with his 
parents and intended to go home that night, but simply 
feU asleep along the road. 

According to city manager George L. Hanbury, the 
court did not feel that the defendant's conduct fell 
within the sanctions of the ordinance which prdiibits 
sleeping in automobiles "...in lieu of hotel, tourist 
cabin, boarding house, rooming hduse, or other similar 
acconunodations within the dty." 

Since the current code was to specific and did not 
apply to those individuals who are local residents who 
have sleeping accommodations other than a hotel, etc., 
the proposed ordinance reads it shall be unlawf\il for 
any person to use an automobile for sleeping quarters 
except in a property designated camping facility. 

At an informal session of Council, Hanbury. said it 
was "dangerous to sleep in your car." 

Councilman John A. Baum replied, "It's more

dangerous to sleep ^hile you're driving." 

Councilwoman Meyera Obemdorf pointed out that 
many people pull over to the side of the road to sleep 
after they've been driving a long time. 

Hanbury said that State laws would prevail on the 
Virginia Beach Expressway and 1-64 where the 
situation would be mere likely to occur. 

At the formal session later. Baum said that he was 
thinking about the safety factor. He had always heard, 
he said, that when a cbiver becomes sleepy he shouki 
pull over and sleep. He said it would be annoying to do 
that and be awakened by a policeman. 

Councilman W. H. Kitchin III said his concern was 
the people who sleep in the automobiles, "h's a health 
hazard to them." 

Baum said that an ordinance should be drawn which 
would address the problem of people using cars for 
all-night sleeping. 

Councilman Reid Ervin who lives at the north end of 
Virginia Beach, said people are already beginning to 
sleep in cars. "If you check the price of a motel room 
you can understand why." 

Ervin said that maybe the ban could be resticted to 
residential streets. 

Kitchen maintained that the police use discretion but 
there was no doubting the intent when "you see a guy 
sleeping in jockey shorts and beer cans all over the 
floor." 



Action was delayed for two weeks. 
Council had no problem approving an ordinance 
which outlaws urinating or defecating in public. 



Water Contract Awarded 

Sydnor Hydrodynamics, Inc., has been awarded the 
contract to construct the Southampton County water 
production well. 

Virginia Beach City Council made the award Monday 
afternoon after the city attorney's office submitted the 
opinion that the award could be made legally. 

ayne-Atlantic, the other bidder, submitted a bid of 
$319,485 which met the specifications. 

Sydnor submitted a bid of $275,785 which proposed 
to use a 1 ,800 RPM motor and pump in lieu of the 1 ,200 
RPM motor and pump set forth in the specifications. 
However the company provided for the specified motor 
and pump for an additional $15,206 and a 60-day time 
extension. The addition of the $15,206 would bring the 
bid to $290,991 which remained the low bid. 

Assistant ciiy adorneys Charles M. Salle and Richard 
H. Matthews said the 60-day extension could not be 
considered or accepted because it is not responsive to 
the bid specifications. But that does not prevent the 
awarding of the contract to Sydnor, the apparental low 
bidder, the opinion^ staled, if Sydnor will accept the 
contract without the lime extension. 

City manager George L. Hanbury asked that the 
contract be awarded to Sydnor and said he would then 
negotiate with the contractor. 

Oty attorney Dale Bimson said it appears that 
Sydnor came up with two bids. 

Councilman Reid Ervin said that he didn't care who 
got the bid, but the fact that "they typed $15,000 
additional and 1 50 days in lieu of 90 days changed the 
bid." 

On a vote of 7 - 2, Ervin and Councilwoman Meyera 
Oberndorf dissented. Councilman Donald W. Merrick 
and Vice Mayor Harold Heischober were absent.

•C'iiizens who have been approached or stupeci ihai a transient c-on- 
iraiiof is in the community should call the Virginia Beach Consumer 
Pr»to.-iion Division ai 427-4421 with a description of the contractor's 
vehicle and license number. Any other information which cm be 
provided would be of assistance.

"With Virginia Beach's increasing populmion, the 
city will ccmtinue to be erne of the State's biggest 
revenue bases. Virginia Beach is a majw bedroom city 
of Norf(4k, and attracts residents from there. The 
Beach population and life style is very substantial; 
ccmductive to indications that even more affluent 
poeple ftre likely to live in Virginia Beach in the future, 
not the inverse." 

That means, that Mrginia ^each residents will, and 
are expected to pay high tax rates in accordance to their 
respective incomes. Don't believe that Virginia Beach 
^iH. will be cut any tax c(41ecting slack by the Internal 
Revenue Service because of its good reccx-d. 

"Virginia's economy, including Virginia Beach, has 
not been as hard hit with inflation as other parts of the 
country," Kobel said. "For this reason, personal 
taxable income, and taxes, will continue to go up in 
>%gima Beach." 

The govenimeBt gets ricli 

Kobel describes several reasons why >^rginia Beach 
is attractive to new and incoming residents, and how 
taxes are effected. 

"Acity which offers diversified industries, like 
Vu-ginia Beach, allows for more active and flexible 
economic growth," he said. "Virginia Beach is not tied 
down like another Northern Wginia city, for example, 
whose entire local economy is depfcndent on the steel 
industry. 

"Secondly, Virginia Beach has a sufficient military 
population to add stability and constant vitality to a 
city." 

"In addition, that same military population is not 
affected as much by the economy as others because 
they are not subject to lay offs . They usually have; 
steady work. If inflation does strike, it will drive them 
into a higher tax bracket after the government gives 
them cost of living raises. Then, taxes for them will also 
rise. f

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Housing Inspector Advises 

Clean Up Your Property

"Paint peeling from all exterior wood and gut- 
ter - hint or Cover," read the Virginia Beach 
Department of Permits and Inspections Housing 
Codes inspection report. Such a suggestion was 
recently made to hundreds of Beach homeowners, 
by way of an ofricial letter from housing inspector 
Jerry Etheridge. 

"We regularly inspect different sections of 
Virginia Beach to maintain the minimum housing 
standards as prescribed in the Virginia BeaCh 
miniinum housing code," Etheridge said. 

"We do it to keep the neighborhoods up. 
prevent development of neighborhood blight, and 
to keep property values up." 

fOdaysaMowcd 

Although some residents may be inconvenien- 
ced by such a letter because of nnandal or other 
reasons, Ethridge said the Department of Permits 
and Inspections wHI bend over backwards to ac- 
commodate homeowners who are in violation of 
the housing code. 

"If a homeowner is in violation," he said, "a 
letter is sent alerting the resident to the infraction. 
We then allow 30 days for the work to b^in. If af- 



ter the initial 30 days the work has not begun, we 
send a registered letter to the address in question. 

"If after that work still has not begun, we for- 
ward the name of the homeowner to the housing 
board and they give the homeowner another 30 
days to comply before the homeowner has to ap- 
pear in court to explain why the repairs to his or 
her home hadn't been made. That's a total of 90 
days allowed for the homeowner to improve his 
site. We think that should be enough time for the 
work to be completed. But, if there are special cir- 
cumstances, the hmneowner only has to explain 
them; and if the reasons for a dday of work are 
lefitimate. we'll bend over backwards to accom- 
modate the resident if they need more time before 
beginning the repairs." 

RoatiBC laspcctiOM 

Etheridge said the inspectors routinely make the 
inspections. usuaUy at the same time every year. 

"There are three of us who make the inspec- 
tions," Etheridge said, "and we work, city-wide, 
from the Spring to Fall each year. 

"We randomly select different sections of the 
city for inspections. It may be anywhere from 
Alcona to EKamond Springs Road. Currently, I 
am. inspecting from Rudee Inlet North. I've 
reached about 29th or 30th street so far this year."

KKK Waiting For ACLU Response

Until recently, local Khi Klux lOan members had to 
rely on newspaper artides to learn if their national 
publication, "The Klansman." had been circulated on 
the Virginia Beach public library shelves. 

But, about six weeks ago four r(rf)ed and hooded 
KKK members visited the Bayside branch library on In- 
dependence Boulevard to ace for themsdves if the 
publication had been shelved. The publication had 
already been banned by public library offldals. 

"I was one of them who inspected the library," said 
Hampton Klansman Thomas GuUon. "I and three other 
Klansmen entered the litoiry while Ave unrobed and 
unhooded Klan members -posted security outside the 
doors. 

"We went to the periodical section «a see if *The 
Klansman' was on display; or for that matter, whether 
any White organization materials wore out. We didn't 
find any. so we asked one of the librarians for all the 
books they had on the KKK. 

"After checking the library computer, it was deter- 
mined that there were only hine books on file in the dty- 
wide library system. The fibrariatf told me that it we 
wished, we could have had one of the books brought to 
the Bayside from the main branch. We didn't bother, 
and left quietly and without commotion." 

Gulino said the purpose of the visit was to gain in- 
formation not to causetrouble. 



"We didn't aatidpite any problems," be said, "even 
HiouilidiCRwasa^^miDiaBeMhpndiict pdkestation 
liglit beride us. In fiKt, we had several people, incAiding 
two firii inade the libncy. Mk ut for KKK membenhip 
infonnatiofL" 

The KKK's inspection of the Bayside public library 
was prompted by Virginia Beach's decision not to offer 
the publication to library patrons because it wa9 not 
topical, localized, accurate, nor intelligently written. 

Klu Klux Klan Imperial Wizard Bill Wilkinson, 
however, charges that the librarys' accessment of 'The 
Klansman' was off target^.^ 

"The Virginia Beach public library system said that 
our newspaper was not wdl written, and full of sym- 
natic and spelling errors," Wilkinson told The Sun in a 
Manorial Day tdephone interview from KKK national 
headquarters in Doiham, LA. 

"But it's ironic; because our paper is written with the 
same standards as most newspapers across the country, 
and in some cases better than many newspapers. 
Libraries across America already carry 'The Klansman'; 
the New York public library subscribe to it regularly." 

Gulino said many artides in "The Klansman" are 
taken from already published stories. 

"Most of our articles are actual newspaper excerpts 
that are written by Associated Press and United Press 
International writers," Gulino said, "yet Beach library 
offldals maintain th^ our paper is poorly written. All 
they're doing is diminishing the reputation of very 
credible news sources."

Another rally had been planned for June 1, 1981 in 

Hampton with local demonstrations in Virginia Beach. 

according to Guliano. But. due in KKK internal factors. 

the planned Hampton based rally has been delayed. 
"There is nothing concrete planned now for Virignia 

Beach," Gulino said, "wc had to cancel a planned June 
1 rally, but hope to get something going later in the 

Summer." 

Gulion said the purpose of the rally was to attract the 
public to it., and gain sympathy for their cause; and 
hopefully to gain support for them in the local library 
issue.

Klan officials arc pressing the Beach public libraries 
lo include "The Klansman" on its shelves, emphasizing 
the fact that the homosexual publication "Our Own" 
was accepted for general distribution in the public 
libraries. The Klan has asked the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union to intervene, on grounds of discrimiitation. 
The situation is pending.

Wednesday, Feb. 1«, 1981: Army Spedahst 
Thomas Gulino, leader of a Hampton Klavcm, is 
quoted in the daily newspaper saying, "All we 
want is the same thing 'Our Own' was given: One 
copy of *The Klansman' in the library. " 

Beach public library director Marcie Sims 
responds, "The newspaper would certainly be 
judged along the same criteria as any other 
publication." She went on to say that specificaUy, 
factcws influencing the judging would include, 
"the credentials of the contributors, how much in- 
formation was already available in the libraries on 
the KKK, and upon the number of requests the 
librarief receive for that publication." 

Oulion added that Virginia Beach had been 
chosen for KKK pressure because of its "large 
number of tourists." 



Wednesday, March 25: Beach public library 
committee, consisting of 10 offidaU. rejected the 
KKK publicati<Ml in what was termed a "routine 
decision." 

"We can't have everything that's published," 
Sims states in the newspaper. She goes on to say 
that the decision was based on 30 to 35 criteria, 
and cited 'The Klansman* for misspellings, poor 
grammar, editorial articles on news pages, and 
being too specialized for inclusion on the shdves. 
She also said that "The Klansman" did not stawd 
alone in its exclusion, citing other excluded 
publications such as ones on Arab-Israeli 
relations. Black Muslins, and European 
economics. 



Tharsday, March 26, IWl: KKK announces 
in the daily newspaper that it is diarging the City 
of Virginia with discrimination on the basis of 
race and sex. "The homosexual got their paper 
in," Gulion said, "But they won't let a 



heterosexual paper in." 

American avil Liberties Union Spokesman 
Steven Rutherford states. "The Beach library 
board can set criteria. If 'The Klansman* doesn't 
meet that criteria they have a right to exclude it." 

Sims reports that the paper did "not meet 
routine standards of accuracy, local interest, 
literary merit, and library needs." She further said 
that housed within the public library system are 30 
books on the KKK and lOO's of articles; that 'Our 
Own' is a "different" publication than "The 
Klansman;" and that local information takes 
priority for shelf space. 

Currently: The City of Virginia Beach has made 
its decision not to accept the KKK publication in 
the libraries. The KKK has requested that the 
ACLU assist them in taking the city to court to 
have "The Klansman" housed on the Beach 
public library shelves. Gulion said a letter had 
been mailed to the ACLU several weeks ago, but 
no response yet. He said he will next send a 
registered letter to the ACLU requesting an of- 
ficial response from them.

Librarian Reports KKK As Orderly 



The employee who 
worked the front desk the 
day the KKK visited th«5 
Bayside Branch public 
library, has since resigned. 
A library assistant, Mrs. 
Dallman was also present 
at the time gave the 
following account of the 
incident: 

"They were only here a 
short time, no more than 
20 or 30 mimites. They 



walked through the front 
door and checked out files 
where welceep community 
newsletters to see if their 
KKK publication was 
there. Next, one Klansman 
asked the front desk per- 
son to show him the KKK 
books |ha$ were listed on 
the library computer. 
Then they walked around 
the library a few times and 
left." 



Mrs. Dallman said the 
reason the KKK members 
only found nine books 
listed on the computer on 
the KKK is because they 
did not search the indexes 
completely. 

"They looked up the 
KKK oply by subject 
heading," she said, "and 
not by title and author 
headings. Pltis there are 
additional ficti(mal books 



on the KKK they never 
checked for, many of 
which contain much fact. 
They also did not check 
more generalized books 
which may contain ar- 
ticles, sections or chapters 
on the KKK."
